Britons Clamor

LONDON — There is 
growing 


clamor here, by the average man 
• (f$ woman with a job of work lo 
do, for more and more government- 
controlled, 
non-profit 
canteens, 


where a good mean can be obtained 
for as little as twenty cents. 


The reason is that eating out— 


often 
troublesome 
undertaking, 


i.T;npaign against black marketeers 
and the fact that restaurants, the 
cheap as well as the expensive, arc 
crowded, especially at the luncheon 
hour. 


I have tried both the luxury hotel 


vtf$ the government canteen and 
there is no doubt bul that the lat- 
ler's food is as good, often more 
palatable and certainly more plen- 
tiful. Hence the growing demand 
for more of these eating places. 


Restaurants Thronged 
'Despite High Prices 
On the other hand, the canteen 


has a serev-yourself system, with 
no tablecloth and no napkins. Re- 
cently I purposely ordered the same 
meal in a Wcsl End restaurant 
a (i 1 had eaten the previous week 
at the canteen—braised beef and 
Iwo vegetables with good gravy, 
roll, jam tart and coffee—one cost 
me twenty-five cents, the other 
over three dollars, plus tip. 


.U is slill possible for anyone 


\V-HU can afford to do so to cal as 
many restaurant meals a day as he 
wants, without giving up any cou- 
pons. This is contrary to the last 
war's strict rule of "no food ticket, 
no meal." And while il is expen-

Some years ago a European 


newspaper correspondent was 
told by a famous doctor to cut 
down on tobacco. The doctor, 
who was an authority on the 
subject, suggested that his pa- 
tient continually change the 
kind of tobacco he smoked, 
thereby reducing the intake of 
any harmful poison that might 
be contained in one kind of leaf. 


By choice I have always been 


a reasonable follower of this 
plan, consuming a daily mix- 
ture of cigarctles, cigars, and 
pipe tobacco. Recently I de- 
cided lo sec whal had become 
of my laste for Turkish tobacco. 
Accordingly I purchased pack- 
ages of Melachrino (20 for 33 
ccnls), Pal Mall (10' for 25 
ccnls), Benson & Hedges (10 
for 25 ccnls), Helmiu- (20 for 
22 ccnls), Murad (20 for 32 
cents), Mogul (20 for 28 cents) 
Condax (10 for 25 cents), and 
Ramoscs (20 for 37 cents). 


While smoking them I quit 


Uic popular brands such as 
Camel and Choslcrfield. 


I found that I reduced my 


consumption of cigarettes a 
third when I confined myself 
to Turkish tobacco. Hclmar 
says "One Hclmar goes as far 
as two ordinary cigarctles." II 
is a fact that a rich Turkish 
cigarette, with its fragrance and 
flavor, is smoked more slowly. 
Tho interval between smokes is 
much longer. I turned to a pipe 
instead of another cigarette. 


After smoking about 80 Turk- 


ish cigarettes I tried a couple 
of Philip Morris, which my wife 
likes. They seemed so mild as 
lo be tasteless. 


"Thai's 
what I 'like 
about 
them," she said. 


"Where's'the kick'?*1 I asked 
"Oh, there's plenty of kick if 


you smoke enough of them " 
she said. 
' 


This 
makes 
me 
wonder 


whether, in searching for mild- 
ness, the cigarette manufactur- 
ers have not almost removed 
the laste of tobacco, which 
explains why so many people 
find 
themselves 
consuming 


two and three packages a day 
without much satisfaction. 


Personally I think moderate 


smoking is a good habit. It re- 
laxes. 
Doctors often 
recom- 


mend a cigarette in the morn- 
ing as a way of relieving con- 
slipalion. 
More can be said 


for smoking than can be said 
against it. Tobacco has been a 
good friend to me. If it kills 
me a couple of years ahead of 
time I have no objections. 


Yet I feel sorry for people 


who are slaves to one single 
blond of tobacco. I would not 
care to miss the bouquet and 
taste of Turkish, Havana Vir- 
ginia, Burloy, and Ihc 'other 
foreign and domestic leaf thai 
goes into the fine and not-so- 
fme pipe, cigar, and cigarette 
blends. To stay with a single 
smoke month in and month out 
would be like dining on roast 
beef exclusively. 


As in wine, meal, fish, and 


fruit there's a wide range, and 
not to enjoy the variety seems 
provincial. 


Also, as laxes are levied to- 


day the heivicsl burden falls 
on Ihe leasl expensive smokes 
since the tax isper ounce of to- 
bacco. The tax is not on qual- 
ity; hence the rarer tobaccos 
get off relatively light

Home Grown 
Herbs Spicy

WASHINGTON—Shndcs of George 


and Martha Washington may be in- 
voked by more eager gardeners 
than usual this year in the form 
of an old-fashioned herb garden to 
supply .tasty flavorings that were 
imported In quantity 
war. 
before the 


Pies .stews, dressings and sonups, 


formerly given zip by leafy herbs 
grown in Europe and Asia, may be 
saved from run-of-thc-minc medi- 
ocrity by a pinch of this and that 
raised in a backyard garden or 
window box without a great deal 
of trouble. 


Agricultural experts say it's best 


for home gardeners to keep away 
from seed-bearing seasonings—like 
caraway, dill and anise—and stick 
to a few useful and hardy herbs- 
best among which are sage, savory, 
marjoram, 
tarragcn 
and chives, 


plus flowery thyme and clove-flav- 
ored basil. 


Summer 
savory and basil arc 


annuals and must be restarted each 
year, but the other five arc peren- 
nials and can be kept from year to 
year, even in northern climates, if 
well-covered by straw or leaves to 
protect them from wincr-killing. 


Small Plot Is Sufficient 
To supply a small family, a 10 by 


12-foot plot is ample. A 10 by 20- 
foot garden will fill even a large 
family's need. 
Window boxes or 


flower pots, if properly prepared, 
can help out a lot, if you're an 
apartment dweller. For example 
—only one or two plants of sage arc 
needed for general family require- 
ments. 


Basic requirements 
for herb- 


growing are that soil be rich, well- 
drained and loamy. 


Spade your garden to a depth of 


10 or 15 inches. Mix in -five pounds 
of bone meal per 100 square feet. 
A liberal amount of rotted manure 
and five pounds of cottonseed are 
good additions. 
'For a window box or pot, here is 
the best formula: 


One part good sand; one part 


well-rotted manure; two or three 
parts good garden loam; a very 
small quantity of bone meal; mix 
thoroughly and screen through a 
coarse mesh to remove lumps be- 
fore filling pots; put a one-inch lay- 
er of broken stones in the bottom 
of boxes or pots to keep drainage 
holes from clogging. 


Buy Cuttings to Start Garden 
Buy some cuttings from a green- 


house and start them early in the 
! house or right in the garden if it is 
| warm enough. Some of the plants 


may be grown from seed, but this 
is said to be difficult and unrelia- 
ble in most cases, though if you 
have a cold frame, you may find

The technique is to get members 


into any existing organization that 
is handy, then bore from within tf. 
make the organization take up the 
cause of the Falange. 
Non-Falan 


gists are then purged from the or 
ganization. 


Within larger groups, the tech 


riique is to form cells of fanatics. 
These activist cells, under Nazi in 
fluence, make u pthe wild men of 
the Falange movement and they 
give the organization its bad name. 
Actually, they are a minority that 
can do all the potential damage. 


Estimates vary as to how strong 


the Spanish Falange is in Latin 
America. Contributors are thought 
to number definitely less than 700,- 
000—perhaps 400,000 would be a 
close figure. Of these, the active 
groups may include 250.000 and the 
actual fanatics from 30.000 to 50,- 
000. 
The propaganda of the Falan- 


ge of course reaches many tons of 
thousands of non-members who are 
influenced by it to varying degrees 
that can't be measured.

Fortunately for the amateur, or 


busy professional, herbs don't need 
to be fussed over. Just weed them 
and see that they get plenty of 
moisture. If the garden is put near 
the house, both watering during 
drouths and gathering will be eas- 
ier. Box plants should be watered 
two or three times a week, and 
potted plants daily.

Change Seen 
in FDR's Mood 


By JACK STINNETT 
WASHINGTON - Get a crowd of 


Washington correspondents togeth- 
er these days and almost certainly 
the conversation will swing at some 
time to the change in President 
Roosevelt's mood In recent weeks 


Almost every press conference 


lately has found him cheerful and 
m good spirits—a mood that has 
been almost totally lacking since 
those gray days that followed the 
Jap attack on Hawaii. 


It is almost a capital axiom that 


President Roosevelt wears best in 
adversity. When things are going 
wrong he shoulders the load and 
seems almost to relish the carry- 
ing of it. Certainly there has been 
no war President who has borne 
up so well as President Roosevelt 
since Pearl Harbor. But until re- 
cently something 
was 
lacking. 


Press conferences, even those in 
which the rtu-c bits ot good news 
were given out, had an atmosphere 
of depression. 


It was something that could not 


be entirely attributed to adverse 
reports from tho war front. It was 
something that seemed 
to 
flow 


from tho President himself. 


It is true that he was working 


prodigiously, but tho President has 
always done that without losing 
his buoyant spirit or his confidence 
in the future ot the United States. 
It is true that he was not always 
well, being twice throatcncd with 
those annoying colds to which he is 
subject. But sometime ago now, 
Rear Admiral Ross T. Mclntirc, the 
White House physician, persuad- 
ed him to drop some of the late 
night detail work which was too 
much of a drain on even the Presi- 
dent's groat energies. Generally, 
his physical condition has been 
excellent. 


Then suddenly, n week or so 


ago, 
the President changed and

And they wince a bit, loo, when 


some of those salaries arc listed 
and they know lhal Iheir enlirc 
municipal defense sel-up is virtual- 
ly 100 per cent volunteer from top 
to bottom. In Seattle, out of more 
than 30,000 enrolled and actively 
engaged in civilian defense work 
just twelve persons are paid. They 
arc necessary full-lime slcnograp- 
hcrs and clerks who must work for 
a living. The others, from the chair- 
man 
of the various committees, 


down to the last warden, part-lime 
lelephone operator, file clerk, typ- 
ist or messenger donate their lime, 
their cars, gas and tires, and then 
indominable spirils. 


They 
tell you on Ihe Pacific 


Coasl, from end lo end, that they 
need auxiliary fire equipment, anc 
so on through a modern defense 
list. 


They arc eager to be prepared 


to do what they believe is the num- 
ber one job—saving their cities 
from being wiped out by fire, and 
taking care of the civilian popula- 
tion in event of raids. So far al 
thai the OCD has sent lo Ihe Coasl 
is pamphlcls and vislors lo cheer 
on Ihe local volunteer commileos 
and loll them equipment is coming 
some clay. In San Francisco 
advertisement of a local store, ad- 
dressed lo air-raid wardens, offers 
"shrapnel helmets army style" foi 
$3.45, plus ten-cent lax. 


Considering the tremendous in- 


dustrial expansion on the Pacific

Tremendous Boom Hits San

For years past, San Diego, Cal., 


has been a place where millionaires 
retired, where old folks went to 
spend their declining years in it: 
warmth and where dclircd naval 
officers basked in Iho sun. During 
Ihe pasl year the -populalion of the 
city proper has jumped virtually 
100,000. Towns for 35 miles arounc 
ar~ 'ikeu'is-p jammed.

San Diego even surpasses Scat- 


lie in the boom field. 
The gov- 


ernment has built some 5700 hous- 
es and is planning 3700 more. There 
are dormitories to take care of 
less than 2000 workers and a trail- 
er camp numbering about 450 cars 
houses some more. Private build- 
ers are creeling new dwellings 
at the rate of about 300 per month, 
and this may be stepped up lo
